Ho traced the Immorality of tho Ne- 
gro In Africa, his polygamous and 
polyandrous habits, his indolence, and 
his habit of shifting the work upon 
women.

Ho spoke of the wayward 


life of the young negro boys 
and 


girls, of the great

criminals. 
The mortality rate has 


been greatly heightened by

As a whole the race Is 


far from self-supporting. 
In

North the Negro Is more criminal 
than In the South. 
In Chicago tho 


crime percentage has Increased 300 
per cent. In the last twenty-five years. 
He laid tho degradation of the race 
to the ballot more than to any other 
one thing. 
He firmly upheld 
the 


value of tho Tuskegee and similar In- 
dustrial schools. 


Rev. E. G. Updike of tho Congrega- 


tional church of Madison, closed the 
program by treating of the Future 
of the American Negro. He said that 
the future Is not a question of what 
the white man shall do with the Ne- 
gro, but of what tho Negro shall do

Crime as a Risk In Life Insurance: 
In the recent case of Burt vs. Union 
Cent. Life Isn. Co.. the Supremo Court 
of the United States held that no re- 
covery could be bad on a life Insur- 
ance policy where the person whose 
life was Insured was executed for a 
murder committed subsequent to the 
Issue of the policy. 
The court said: 


"It cannot be that one of the risks 
covered by a contract of life Insur- 
ance Is the crime of the Insured. 
There Is an Implied obligation on his 
part to do nothing wrongfully to ac- 
celerate the maturity of the policy. 
Public policy forbids the Insertion in 
a contract of a condition which would 
tend to Induce crime, and as It 
for- 


bids the introduction of such a stipu- 
lation It also forbids the enforcement 
of *a contract under circumstances 
which cannot be lawfully stipulated 
for." 
As to the contention that the 


Insured did not clmmlt the crime, the 
court said that 'if that were true, 
the action to recover on tho policy 
could only be maintained on the as- 
sumption that there has been a fail- 
ure of Justice In the criminal proceed- 
ings, and tjkat there could not be a 
contract of'insurance against the mis- 
carriage of Justice." 


Negligence—Defects In Crosswalk: 
A city Is not liable for Injury to a 
person occurring In the daytime, from 
stepping Into a depression or wheel 
rut In a crosswalk about lour Inches 
deep, which had existed 
for 
six 


months or more near tho plaintiff's 
place of business, and which he had 
passed and observed, several times 
each day. without Us making any 
particular Impression upon his mjnd.

Christians of Macedonia but the sul- 
tan's Ottoman subjects are angered 
by the atrocities perpetrated under 
Turkish misrule. 
The disaffection, 


which Is being fomented as zealously 
as possible by the.Macedonian com- 
mittee In the neighboring 
Balkan 


states, has been Increasing steadily 
during the last four years—a fact 
which precludes the Idea that the 
present actlvltyls merely temporary 
or spasmodic. 
The Macedonian com- 


mittee, which now claims to repre- 


. sent a population of 2.000.000 Christ- 


ians under Mussulman rule, has car- 
ried on the agitation so actively In 
Bulgaria and Sen-la that the Mace- 
donian sympathizers In those states 
threaten to cross the border Into Tur- 
key and aid the revolutionary cause. 


Should the Sultan be called upon 


to put down such a revolution he 
would have his hands full. 
If he 


has found It I.Mposslble to quiet the 
disturbances In the Turkish provinc- 
es of Salonika and Monastlr he would 
find It still more difficult to restrain 
the revolutionists In Bulgaria, which, 
though a dependent stale, is power- 
less to carry out, Its suzerain's or- 
ders. 
It Is against Just such a con- 


tingency that Turkey 
has 
been 


warned 
repeatedly by Russia 
and 


Austria. , In 1896, In 1899 and again 
two years' ago those 
•• powers. . in- 


formed Abdul H Ham Id that he must 
make certain reforms,' chief among 
them the appointment of a Christian 
governor-general for Macedonia. This 
form he has resisted and.now It Is ex- 
ceedingly doubtful If he could put 
It-Into effect If he wished to do so.

Tugs Came to Their Aid. 


Hamilton. Bermuda. Fob. 11. — Tlio 


ttcamer Madlana. Capt. Frasor. carry- 
to}; a party of tourists to the West In- 
dies. Is a. total wreck on the coral 
.reefs, half a mile northeast of North 
Hoc);, just outside this" Imrlior. ' The 
Teasel carried nearly 100 passengers. 


All were saved and part of the bag- 


lape and mail was ectired before tho 
teasel was finally abandoned. 


The rescue of the passengers was 


•ilfflcult and dangerous. as the waves 
•vcre washing over the ship when they 
Trere taken In lifeboats to a tug. 
•which stood off a milt; from the ship, 
sot daring to go nearer because of tho 
coral reefs. 


Compliment Officers. 


Tho passengers compliment tho of- 


ficers of tho ship for the coolness they 
displayed, and the olllcers declare all 
the passengers behaved with great 
bravery- Some of the crew became 
excited at the first alarm, but wcro 
xoon net to work by the ofllcors. 


The boat was threading its way In 


tho night through the narrow channel 
between the coral reefs which lends 
to Hamilton harbor when It struck a 
reef, one and a half miles northeast 
of North Neck. The officers say the 
light which Indicates the channel for 
' some reason could not bo seen. 


' Rush on Deck. 


All the passengers were In their 


berths when the Madlana struck tho 
rocks, but the. shock of the Impact 
xnakcncd them, and they rushed on 
4cck. tho majority of them without 
attempting 
to 
dress. 
Considerable 


alarm, though not a panic, prevailed 
among the passengers 
when 
they 


lonnd that the vessel was hard on tho 
rocks, but the officers went among 
them and calmed them. 
They then 


gathered In the "social hall." many of 
them In their night clothing. 


It was soon found that the steamer 


•was fast on the rocks, which wcro 
tearing out Its bottom. 
The water 


rushed In through the rents, put out 
Iho fires and surged through the halls 
ind staterooms of the main deck. 
Thoec passengers who came out In pa- 
Jamas and night gowns, fearing that 
Ihe vessel would go down Immediate- 
Jr. soon found that they could not re- 
tnrn to the lower stateroom for cloth- 
leg or valuables. 


Tugs to the Rescue. 


When morning dawned the ship lay
